“This means these farmers in- 
creased their total annual income 
by $683,534 since coming into the 
Farin Security program,” Mr. Hewes 
(said.

California borrowers are rapidly 
!repaying their rehabilitation loans 
and already have paid: back $2,952,- 
430 on loans totaling $8,692,995, al- 
though much of the money does not 
fall due for four or five years, Mr.

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By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 

(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
July 13 is Acts 19:1-21:17, the 
Golden Text being Acts 19:20, “So 
mightily grew the word of the 
Lord and prevailed.”’) 


PAUL’S GOOD friends, Aquila 
and his wife, Priscilla, should have 
been mentioned in last week's les- 
son, but there was no space. AS 
they continued his friends all the 
rest of his life, we will briefly ex- 
plain who they were Paul, you 
may remember, was a tent-mak- 
er by profession. So were Aquila 
and Priscilla, and they met in the 
city of Corinth, where Paul tar- 
ried for 18 months They, in turn, 
discovered Apollos, a. zealous 
Christian who, however, knew 
only the baptism of John the Bap- 
tist. Aquila and Priscilla instruct- 
ed him more fully in the gospel 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, and he 
proved an eloquent and able 
teacher. 

Apollos was not the only ear- 
nest Christian who had been bap- 
tized only by John the Baptist. At 
Ephesus, one of the greatest cities 
of the ancient world, Paul met 
with a group of disciples, follow- 
ers of the teachings of John. “Had 
they received the Holy Ghost?” 
Paul asked them, and was ane 
s#wered that they had not; in fact, 


they had not heard of the Spirit. 
‘When they said they were follow- 
ers of the Baptist, Paul under- 
stood, and explained Christ to 
them, baptized them in His name, 
and as he laid his hands on them, 
they received the Holy Ghost and 
the gift of “tongues and proph- 
ecy.” 
Teaches in Synagog and School 


For a space of more than two 
years Paul lived and taught in the 
city of Ephesus. At first he 
preached in the synagog, then 
when many Jews were “hardened 
and disobedient,” he transferred 
his activities to the school of 
Tyrannus, doubtless a Greek lec- 
ture hall, and to visiting the dis- 
ciples from house to house, s0 
that “all they that dwelt in Asia 
heard the word of the Lord, both 
Jews and Greeks.” 

Many miracles were wrought 
by Paul, and “certain vagabond 
Jews, who claimed to have the 
power to cast out evil spirits, 
heard of Paul’s power, and tried 
to cast out demons by saying, ““‘We 
abjure you by Jesus whom Paul 
preacheth.” Sceva, a Jew and 
chief of the priests, had seven 
sons who tried this, but when they 
tried to cast out an evil spirit 
from a man, the spirit answered 
them, “Jesus I know, and Paul I 
know, but who are you?” and the 
man leaped upon them and drove 
them from him in fear of their 
lives. 

Ephesus was headquarters for 
the worship of the goddess Diana, 
represented in heathen mythology 
as daughter of Jupiter and La- 
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tona, patroness of wisdom, chase 
tity and hunting. Certain silvere 
smiths who made a good living 
from making and selling silver 
shrines for the goddess, , were 
stirred to frenzy by one of their 
number, named Demetrius, who 
said the Christians would eventu- 
ally ruin their trade. The whole 
city was in an uproar. Shouting, 
“Great is Diana of the Ephe- 
sians!” the crowd seized hold of 
two Christians, Gaius and Aris- 
tarchus, Paul's traveling compan- 
ions, and rushed them into the 
theater. Paul tried to enter, but 
was restrained by some of his 
good friersis. The town clerk final- 
ly succeeded in appeasing the peo- 
ple, pointing out that the follow- 
ers of Jesus were neither robbers 
of churches nor blasphemers, and 
that they could appeal to the Ro- 
man laws if they felt aggrieved. 


Paul Preaches at Troas 


After this Paul started again 
upon his travels, which must have 
been tiring and hard indeed in 
those days. At Troas Paul gath- 
ered the disciples together and 
preached to them long and earns | 
estly. The meeting was held in an 
upper room of a house. Eutychus, 
a young follower, was sitting ina 
window, and as Paul continued 
preaching, this young man was 
overcome with sleep, and toppled 
from the window to the ground. 
All thought that he was killed, 
but Paul, throwing himself upon 
the body, called upon them to be 
of good cheer, for he was alive, 
and Paul brought him to them 
healed. 

Later at Miletus Paul sent for 
the elders of the church at 
Ephesus, and told them that he 
was going to Jerusalem. He 
warned them of the many griev- 
ous things that would undoubtedly 
happen to them in the times to 
come, and told them to “take heed 
unto themselves and all the flock 
over which the Holy Ghost hath 
made you overseers.” He also told 
them he never expected to be with 
them in Ephesus again, and then 
he kneeled down and prayed with 
them, and they all wept and 
kissed, him, showing how they 
loved him and grieved that they 
might never see him again. 

At Caesarea he lodged with 
Philip,,the evangelist, and while 
there “a prophet named Agabus 
came. He took Paul's girdle from 
him and, binding his own hands 
and feet with it, told Paul that so 
should he be bound at Jerusalem 
and turned over to the Gentiles. 
Paul’s answer was one of rare 
courage and submission to the will 
of God: 

“What mean ye to weep and 
break my heart?" he said, “for I 
am ready not to be bound only, 
but also to die at Jerusalem for 
the name of the Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

“And when we were come to Je- 
rusalem,” St. Luke tells us, “the 
brethren received us gladly.”

If you are looking for a book (1) 
fof long, leisurely, vacation read- 
ing, (2) a book that. doesn’t re- 
quire a tiresome amount of: con- 
centration yet, at the same time, is 
not a mere time-killer, (3) a book 
that has California’s early history 
for a background, then “Christopher 
Strange” by Ruth Eleanor McKee is 
the answer to your prayer. With its 
706 pages it is somewhat in the 
“Anthony Adverse” tradition ex-~- 
cept that for Californians, at any 
rate, it deals with things closer to 
home. 

Christopher Strange, a law stu- 
dent, reared in the plain-living, 
high-thinking atmosphere of Ralph 
Waldo Emmerson’s Concord, heeds 
the call of California in 1854. With 
his father, Makepeace Strange (a 
character armirably suited to his 
name) Christopher joins the Bas- 
com party. If you like reading 
“crossing the plains” narratives, you 
you have a genuine treat ahead of 
you, as this part of Miss McKee’s 
book is one of the best. There is an 
encounter with buffaloes, some haz- 
ardous river crossings, the trials of 
the Salt Lake and other deserts to 
face, a stampede of mules by Indi- 
ans, the threat of a massacre and 
then the happier last lap of the 
journey from Donner Lake to San 
Francisco. Christopher, who leves 
the city the minute he sees it, feels 
that he has come home. 

Miss McKee pictures the San 
Francisco of 1854 by describing the 
way of life on one of the ranchos, 
Rancho Los Ositas, home of the 
astonishing O’Hara family com- 
bining a Spanish and Irish herit- 
age. Judge O’Hara, his shrewd Irish 
mother, his lovely Spanish wife and 
the brood of children are free from 
conventional restraints and have a 
capacity for pleasure that is, at first, 
a little puzzling to their New Eng- 
land guests. At this stage Miss Mc- 
Kee fills in the early California 
background going back to the Anza 
expedition and forward to the time 
when David Broderick was a power 
in San Francisco. 

When Christopher begins his law 
practice, Theodore Judah comes on 
the scene, James King of William 
writes his fearless editorials and 
suffers martyrdom, Casey and Cora 
receive just punishment at the 
hands of out-raged citizens. Chris- 
topher joins the Vigilantes and be- 
comes a protege of David Broder- 
ick. He sees the latter die after his 
duel with Terry. The first Pony Ex- 
press-brings word of the fall of Fort 
Sumpter. Christopher marries Em- 
ilia O’Hara and hurries off to the 
war while his bride breaks horses 
for the cavalry on: her Marin 
Rancho. When Christopher returns ' 
to San Francisco the name of Ral- 
ston is heard everywhere, But fol- 
low his career and that of San 
Francisco and California for your- 
self. In the latter part of the book 
where Miss McKee deals with the 
development of the desert coun- | 
try that later becomes Palm Springs 
there is much material that is not 
familiar to the genera] reader. 

But this novel has more to it than 
history. You will like Emilia O'Hara 
who doesn’t in any way resemble 
another O’Hara gal named Scarlett. 
Emilia is the best realized char- 
acter—from the time she is a little 
girl of eleven when she first comes 
on the scene to the time she is an 
old woman, she invites intimacy. 
Christopher is wooden at times, at 
other he is the mouthpiece of his- 


tory. Bridget O’Hara although hu-, 
morous and unusual is sometimes a | 
little forced but Emilia never lets | 
you down. | 


“Christopher Strange” is the kind 
of a book you will want to read and 
to own, as‘it isn’t going to be dated 
very soon. If you are sending books 
to draftee friends in. camp, Miss 
McKee’s book is an excellent choice. 

Dr. Cronin of “The Citadel” fame 
has a new novel this month, “The 
Keys of the Kingdom.”

The. agriculture department, for 
instance, will have a grand total of 
$1,203, 000,000 to: spend before next 
July 1. This is only about $4,000,000 
less than. .last- year. | 

Part of the vast expenditures will 
go for operation of ome of the gov- 
ernment’s widely-used but seldom- 
mentioned services.’ It’s the agri- 
culture department’s market news | 
service on fruit and vegetables. 

This service operates with the 
speed and efficiency of a big com- 
mercial press association. The mar- 
keting service leases 8,000 miles of 
telegraph lines, and has a large 
staff of reporters to gather the 
news. 

The service has permanent offices 
at 22 large terminal markets scat- 
tered throughout the country. In 
addition, from time to time it sets 
up temporary offices in the centers 
of 45 other major producing areas. 

Government reporters are up 
early every morning to interview 
buyers and sellers. The interviews 
indicate the general tone of the 
market—the tone that is the back- 
ground for the specific prices that 
pour in during the day. 
Meanwhile, other reporters check 
the railroads to find out exactly how 
much produce is on the move—and 
where. This news—even more per- 
ishable than the crops themselves— 
is flashed across the country on the 
telegraph wires. It’s announced over 
many radio stations and printed in 
a lot of newspapers.
